Claims 1-5, 9-14, 18-22 and 26-29 were pending in the application. Claims 1 , 4, 
10, 13, 18 and 27 have been rewritten. The changes to the rewritten claim from the 
previous version to the rewritten version are shown in Appendix A (attached hereto as 
Tab A), with brackets for deleted matter and underlines for added matter. No new 
matter has been added as a result of this amendment. 

As a preliminary matter, Applicant has not received an initialed copy of the 
Form-1449 that was provided with the Information Disclosure Statement submitted on 


April 2, 2001 . A copy of the previously submitted PTO Form-1449 is enclosed herewith. 
Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner return an initialed copyiofthe--- 
previously submitted PTO Form-1449 for Applicant's records. 

In the outstanding Office Action, claims 1-3 and 9-12 have been rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 3,416,622 to Helm et al. 
("Helm"). Claims 18-20 and 26 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Helm in view of U.S. Patent No. 3,872,939 to Eckert ("Eckert"). 
Claims 4, 5, 13, 14, 18-22 and 26-29 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Helm in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,158,535 to Porubcansky et
